TAX CASES IN COURT 


Will Begin Next Week Before Supreme 


Court at Concord 


The tax appeal cases of the Boston 


and Maine railroa'd, the. Grand Trunk 
railroad, the Canadian Pacific'railroad 


nd the Maine 
Central 
railroad 


against the state of New-Hampshire 
for. abatement of the increased taxes, 
levied :upon these railroads in the; 
year 1909 by the state of New Hamp- 
shire, are to. begin at Concord Tues- 
day of next week in the supreme court 
chamber. 
They are to be'tried .be- 


Tore a board of referees consisting of 
ex-Judge William If. Chase of Con- 
cord, John B. ..Rledell, Esq., of Man- 
chester, who is the supreme court 're- 
porter, and- Edward Smith, :Esq., "of 
Woodsville. These cases have been 
consolidated, and will'be tried as one 
case, and it is expected'Uiat the trial 
will consume many" weeks, if 
not 


months. 


It will be remembered that the 


taxes of the railroads were increased 
last year from about. ?500,000. to over 
$800,000. This increase, the railroads 
say, is unjust to them, and. they; elaim. 
that,.if they have to pay this increase 
year after, year, they will be paying 
more in .relation to the/valuejof-tlieir 
property -than all other property"- in 
the.state is paying. 


The ease is a most important one, 


not only to the railroads on account 
of the.tremendous amounts of moneV" 
involved, but 1s'very Important to 'ttie 
people of the state, because of ' the 
serious claim of,the railroads that all. 
other taxable property • in the state, 
apart.from the railroads, is assessed- 
on the average at less than fifty per', 
cent, of|Its,market;value, when th'e'1 


law requires that it should be assess- 
ed at one .hundred per .'cent. .-It the. al- 
legations of' the railroads" are • fonu'S 
to be true, one result probably will be 
the passage of legislation -correcting 
many ^taxing evils In, this-state.

A petition was received from the 


Southern Steamship company through

To do. this would be necessaryj'to ox- 
tend the wharf" at the south end 20 
feet into the river. ,The war .depart- 
ment had boen petitioned and they 
had referred the matter to the chief 
engineer of this district, Col. Zlm, 
who had sent it back for the accus- 
tomary approval of the municipal au' 
thorlties in,, the matter. He did not 
consider that the council had any au. 
thority in the matter, but the depart- 
ment simply wanted the recommenda-

The steamship 
company stood' ready to expend con- 
siderable money;. on the improvement 
to the dock and were held up until 
the petition1 was granted.-.

The 
need of extension, he. claimed, was to 
give a straight front .and again to 
get away from the eddies which are 
caused by ^he cove below the wharf. 
He said that the new steamer would 
draw 1C feet of water and that there 
was forty feet of water off the. end 
of,.the wharf 'except in 
one 
place, 


where it was not over twenty. 


Mr. ,KelIey stated that the Lyman 


wharf was hemmed in on the South 
side'by the Atlantic shore line, and 
If the steamship company built out 
Into the. river above them it would 
leave that wharf In a pocket Impossi- 
ble to get ul,-and out of. • Soundings 
made off the steamship company's 
wharf showed a depth of from 27 to 
10 feet of water, so that would elimi- 
nate the -need of building' into the 
stream.:. As for the eddlss he explain- 
ed that the eddy swept past that 
point seventy-five feet off the end of 
the. dock. The question, of obstruct- 
ing the river was another important 
matter, for this point was now the 
narrowest point from.the..sea to the 
railroad bridge. He agreed .with Col. 
Bartlett that the council should take 
a viow and he further suggested that 
after that they give a; hearing to oth- 
ers interested, who did not know that 
the matter was lo come up Wednes- 
day, night. 


Attorney Thomas A, Simes appear-

Dover, May B.—Litigation over the 


estate of the late Capt. John K 
Hayes, a '49er, of this city, who died 
a year ago, has been started in the 
probafe court for Strafford county and" 
is attracting much local interest, ow-, 
ing .to the prominence .of the parties 
at suit and the fact that 
each was 


made heirs of Capt.., Hayes undgr sep- 
arate wills, the last of which was'ex- 
ecuted several years before his death. 
The case is peculiar in that it is not 
uirectly an attempt to break the.sec- 
and will.

Washington, May B.—Army officers 


P.rp !,reatly excited oVer the prospect 
nf an amendment of the conditions 
prcscTlbing an annual physical test. 
A tentative scheme wan outlined a 
mon'h or more ago and has been 
::mier trial by officers stationed at 
Furl JjCiivenworth, Fort Meyer, and 
ihe Army War College, in Washing 
ton. 
Department commanders and 


the officers who took part in the trial 
ride or walk.have made reports, and 
a special comment has been made 
by the surg'eon general, These make 
up a voluminous mass of literature 
now under consideration by the Gen- 
eral staff. 
Some criticism has been 


made by officers on account of this 
consultation of individual views. They 
fear that It Is not contributing to dis- 
cipline to allow army officers to criti- 
cise an order and to assist in Its com- 
position. 
They 
believe 
an 
order 


should be prepared after due consider- 
ation by those in authority and Issued 
to the officers who are required to 
obey it without question. 


The report of the surgeon general 


on the subject Is interesting. 
It 


points out some of the defects In the 
phraseology of tile; tentative order. 
Attention is called to the fact that 
tho army engineers appear to bo es- 
pecially excused from the requirement 
to walk or ride. Tho medical officers 
believe that this exception should 
be extended to senior staff officers, 
those who compose the 
permanent 


personnel,,and whose duties are not 
more actively military than nre those 
of army engineers In charge of river 


! and harbor work. It is also recom- 
mended that other exceptions be made 
notably in the case of officers who 


I are of rank and whose duties do not 
i require them to be with troops In the 
field; and whose experiences and 
training make them useful members 


i of the ccmmissioned personnel, from 


i which they would be excluded by al- 


I most any requirement of daily walks 
or rides. 


The principal criticism of the. new 


order springs from the fact that the 
requirements are not sufficiently elas- 
tic; that they fail to anticipate sea- 
sons of the year to make walking or 
riding tho distance prescribed for six 
days in the week impossible. There 
is general approval of the proposi- 
tion to have regular physical exercise, 
but this is considered as having its 
limitations, and, according to the sur- 
geon general, there should be no av- 
oidance of anything which may lead 
to excesses in that particular for the 
saks of causing retirements. While 
it Is desirable to help promotion, it 
| is pointed out that this should not be 
at the exrense of 'retiring officers 
who 
are 
profflctent 
professionally 


and useful In the discharge of their 
duties. General Leonard Wood, who 
comes to Washinglon as chief of staff 
will presumably have much influence 
In tiie final preparation of the order. 
He is one of the conservatives who 
believe that due allowance should be 
made for age and for the influences of 
climate In the case of officers sta- 
tioned In the tropics. 
At the same 


time, General Wood is a firm believer 
In regular physical exercise.

the former president 
was 
cordial. 


During, the exchange of greetings the 
band played American airs. 
Great 


crowds in the streets cheered Mr. 
Roosevelt as he drove to the palace. 
The buildings along the way were 
elaborately decorated, American flags 
jeing entwined with the Norwegian 
colors. 


From Kornsjo to the capital the 


Roosevelts traveled 
by a special 


train sent for them by the govern- 
ment. 
The train was in charge of 


the superintendent of state railways 
and his staff, who are responsible for 
the stall movements of the 
royal 


train. The conductor wore a broad 
leather, belt bearing the arms of Nor- 
way. There was special significance 
in this as the belt Is designed to in- 
dicate that royally is traveling.
